More CUSO applications expected this year 


Major R. C. W. Hooper, Dean of Men 
and Foreign Student Advisor, says that stu- 
dent interest in the Canadian University 
Students Overseas seems to be even greater 
this year than at the same time last year. 

In 1966-67, 58 students from The Uni- 
versity of Alberta and the Northern AIl- 
berta Institute of Technology volunteered 
for duty in the underdeveloped nations of 
the world. Already this year, several ap- 
plications have been processed, and Major 
Hooper, campus liaison officer for CUSO, 
says that a great many more students are 
now completing their forms. 


Many of the student volunteers are from 
the Faculty of Education, and will take up 
positions as teachers after being assigned to 
a foreign country. There is a great demand, 
however, for paramedical and medical 
graduates and for students trained at the 
Faculty of Agriculture, as well as for 
teachers. Usual term of overseas assign- 
ment is two years. 

CUSO is sponsored jointly by the Cana- 
dian government, and various businesses and 
industries. Applications are available at the

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Bowker named Director of new 
Law Institute 


W. F. Bowker, Dean of the Faculty of 
Law, has been appointed Director of the 
new Institute of Law Research and Reform. 

He is resigning as Dean, and will assume 
the new appointment, effective January 1, 
1968. 

Dr. Andrew R. Thompson, Professor of 
Law, has been appointed Acting Dean, for 
six months. 

As Director of the Institute—the first of 
its kind west of the Great Lakes—Mr. 
Bowker will be responsible for the imple- 
mentation of research and law reform pro- 
grams, especially with respect to Alberta 
law. 

Dean since 1948, he has been interested 
and active in law reform for many years. 
He has served on federal and provincial law 
reform committees, as well as the University’s 
Board of Governors Committee (in 1964 and 
1965) which recommended The Universities 
Act of 1966. He was a member of the 
Law Society of Alberta’s Committee on Law 
Reform established in 1965 (now replaced 
by the Institute); and a member of the 
Canadian Bar Association Committee on 
Legal Research in Canada from 1954 to 
1956. 

Born in Ponoka, Alberta, Mr. Bowker took 
his early schooling there and then attended 
The University of Alberta where he earned 
his Arts and Law degrees. He articled under 
George H. Steer, Q.C. in 1932 and was 
associated with the law firm Milner, Steer, 
and Company, for 10 years. 

In 1942, he enlisted in the Canadian Army 
as a private, and retired in 1945 as a Cap- 
tain when the University arranged for his 
discharge and for the loan of his services 
from Milner, Steer, and Company, to teach 
in the Faculty of Law. 

In 1946 he retired from the firm to be- 
come a full member of the Faculty. In 1947 
he was appointed Acting Dean and the fol- 
lowing year Dean, a position he has held 
since. 

In 1952 he earned the Master of Laws 
degree at the University of Minnesota. He 
was Sterling Fellow at Yale Law School 
in 1952. 

He has been president of the Association 
of Canadian Law Teachers, 1956; Con-

ference of Commissioners on Uniformity of 
Legislation in Canada, 1965; and Commit- 
tee of Canadian Law Deans, 1967; and has 
written numerous articles on various aspects 
of law. 

Mr. Bowker is married to Marjorie Mont- 
gomery, who is a Judge of Juvenile Family 
Court. 

Dr. Thompson is an expert on petroleum 
law. A native of Winnipeg, Dr. Thompson 
earned his law degree at the University of 
Manitoba, his masters at the University of 
Toronto, and the Doctor of Juridical Science 
degree from Columbia University. Dr. 
Thompson has been a member of the 
Faculty since 1950 and is now Professor of 
Law. He has spent the past year on sabbat- 
ical leave, in Australia. 


Winspear Reading Room 
to be opened next week 


The Faculty of Business Administration 
and Comerce will open the Francis G. Win- 
spear Reading Room in a ceremony on 
December 18. The Reading Room, for 
both staff and students, is in Room 320, 
Henry Marshall Tory Building. 

At the opening, Dr. Winspear’s participa- 
tion in University affairs will be acknowl- 
edged by Dr. Andrew Stewart, former Pres- 
ident of the University, and now Chairman 
of the Board of Broadcast Governors in 
Ottawa, and by Dr. Walter H. Johns, Pres- 
ident of the University. Dr. Winspear will 
receive an honorary membership in the 
Commerce Undergraduate Society. 

Dr. Winspear was appointed an Instructor 
in the School of Commerce in 1930, be- 
came a full professor in 1935, and served as 
Director in 1954-55.

New book 


F. M. Salter. The Way of the Makers: A new 
rationale of the art of writing. Edited by H. V. 
Weekes. Published by the Friends of the 
University of Alberta and by The University of 
Alberta. 1967. 186 pp. $4.75, at the Bookstore. 


The Way of the Makers by F. M. Salter 
has recently been published here. 

Professor Salter, a distinguished member 
of the Department of English at The Uni- 
versity of Alberta until his death in 1962, 
describes the book as “the precipitation of 
a great deal of dissatisfaction with available 
textbooks of writing.” He began the man- 
uscript in 1925, continually augmenting and 
revising it in the light of his experience as 
teacher of the creative writing course, Eng- 
lish 65. The result, he says in his “Intro- 
duction,” is “a new rationale of writing”: 
its basis is “a definition of writing as an 
attempt to communicate meaning,” and its 
method is “to learn the tricks and strat- 
agems of the art by means of examining the 
work of writers of all levels of attainment.” 

The author was preparing the manuscript 
for publication at the time of his death. 
Editing has now been completed by Dr. 
H. V. Weekes, teacher of creative writing 
at the University of Saskatchewan, with the 
assistance of Robert H. Blackburn, Librarian 
at the University of Toronto. Both Dr. 
Weekes and Mr. Blackburn are alumni of 
English 65. 

Frederick Millet Salter, F.R.S.C., was a 
teacher and a scholar for more than forty 
years. He was Director of the Chaucer 
Laboratory in Chicago, an International Re- 
search Fellow at the Huntington Library, 
and a Guggenheim Fellow. His other pub- 
lications include Chester Play Studies (with 
W. W. Greg, 1935) and Medieval Drama in 
Chester (Alexander Lectures, 1954). 

The Way of the Makers is published by 
the Friends of the University and by the 
University “as a memorial to its author, and 
as a means of continuing his work.”
